Here is the December Puzzler. Good luck: 
A DX Countries Model 

In the home mortgage world, equity, monthly payments, principal, interest 
and term (months to pay off the mortgage) are connected together: Next 
month's equity = this month's equity + monthly payment - monthly 
interest on the unpaid balance. Also, unpaid balance = principal - this 
month's equity. 

When the accrued equity = principal, the term is over and the loan is paid off. 

In the DX-countries chasing game, an analogous relation is: 

Next month's equity (of countries confirmed) = this month's equity (of 
countries confirmed) + additional monthly confirmed (monthly payment) 
- confirmation delay penalty (a percentage of countries remaining to be 
worked and confirmed. In other words, the DX-er has an equity in coun- 
tries confirmed, monthly confirmed (monthly payment) added to equity, less a 
confirmation delay penalty as a percent of countries remaining (monthly 
interest on unpaid balance). Also, the countries remaining = ARRL coun- 
tries list - this month's equity. 

Instead of wanting to know what the "monthly payments” are, which he 
already knows as the QSL cards come in, the DX-er wants to know the term, 
i.e. how long does it take to work and confirm ‘em all from scratch? 

For a 330 Countries list (principal) 3 confirmed per month on average, and 
a 6 percent annual delayed confirmation penalty, how long would it take to
